W. H. CROSS. 


1. Abraham is the father of 
all who are in the faith. (Rom. 
4:16.) He gave tithes of all. 
(Gen, 14:20.) Jesus said, “If 
ye were Abraham’s children, ye 
would da the works of Abra- 
ham.” (John 8:39.) 

2. Jehovah, Gad, so regafded 
the tithing system that when Is- 
rael failed to pay their tithes, 


He counted them backslidden.| 


(Mal. 3:8,9.) He gave the only 
remedy for such wickedness, 
“Bring ye all the tithes into the 
store-house.’’ (Mal. 3:10.) 

3. It is a farce to think that 
& mau can possess the spirituality 
of the New Testament and at the 
same time ignore the teachings 
of the Old Testament as to the 
doctrine of tithing(2Tim.3:16.) 

4. Some attribute the tithing 
system to Moses. (Lev. 27:34 ) 
They say that it was fulfilled in 
Christ, (Matt. 5:17.)thus exempt- 
ing themselves from this obliga- 
tion. The New Testament gives 
Abraham as the source of this 
doctrine. (Heb. 7:1—9.) It was 
handed down to Isaac, Jacob, 
Joseph, and only renewed by 
Moses. It flows like a stream 
by the side of all other doctrines 
of the Bible from Genesis to 
Revelation. 


5. Is a man who robs God any 
better than a man who robs a 
bank? Is a man any better who 
steals fromGod than the man who 
steals from his fellow man? If the 
God who changes not (Mal.3:6.) 
called men who refused to pay 
Him tithes and offerings, ‘‘rob 
bers’? and put them under a 
curse (Mal. 3:8,9.) three hundred 
and ninety seven years before 


-the birth of Ohrist, how much 


less are we robbers today who 
enjoy the white lightof this age 
and refuse to pay Him tithes 
and offerings? 2 

6. What about that pastor 
who refuses to preach and teach 
the tithing system to his people 
because it starssome of his mem- 
bers to a boiling point? - Is not 
this the very reason others-give 
for not preaching and teaching 
holiness? The possessors of holi- 
ness should worship God with 
their substance in the Scriptura] 
way. My dear pastor, God sees 
and knows just why you dodge 
their issue. 


7. Reader, did you ever hear 
any one testify of the blessings 
they had received because they 
didu’t'tithe? Ihave heard many 
testify of the blessings they re- 
ceived because they were tith- 
ing. That God places His ap- 
proval on the tithing system 
should be enough to convince 
any fair minded person. An 
honest man invites the truth 
regardless of the cost, the other 
fellow should be compelled to 
bear it. A testimony meeting 
on this wise is a good thing for 
any church. 


8.. Are youatither? If not, 
why not? Will a man get rich 
honestly by robbing his em- 
ployer? Do you ever study the 
Bible on tithing? If not, why 
not? Do you know that we will 
be held accountable for wilful 
ignorance? Thou shalt not steal 
means from any one, even God. 
Are yoo a thief? God knows, so 
do you. Bringor beg? There 
are two words used throughout 
the Bible in connection with 
tithes, offerings, and the house 
of God. One is bring, the other 
is brought: They mean the same, 
God has made no provision for 
the church to appoint a commit- 
tee to beg its members to give a 
littie weakly offering each week 
to its support. God does not 
love His children professionally 
but practically. ‘God so loved 
the world that he gave his only 
begotten Sun.’ He gavé because 
He loved. He does not love he- 
cause He gives. ‘That which 
prompts us to giye is greater 
than the gift. Therefore, if we 
have His love within us, giving 
will be w pleasure. Yea, it will 
be a means of grace, Melchas- 





edec, King of Salem, priest? of 
the most high God, heard of the 
church in His day so ackaowl- 
edged that Abram paid Him 
tithes of all. (Gen. 14:1—20; 
Heb, 7:1—3.) God called Abram 
His friend. Abram had proved 
to God that he was giving be- 
cause he loved Him Hezekiah, 
the fearless servant of the Most 
High found Israel (the charch) 
backslidden. He proclaimed the 
whole counsel of God without 
favor. The result was that all 
Israel (the church) brought in 
the offerings and the tithes and 
dedicated things faithfully. (2 
Ohron. 81: 5—12.) Nehemiah, 
the prophet, in making his 
rounds found that the house of 
God was forsaken. The preach- 
ers and singers whodid the work 
had fled to the fields to work. 
He got the Ohurch Board to- 
gether aud set them in their 
places. Then brought all Judah 
the tithe of the corn and the 
new Wine and oil unto the treas- 
uries. (Neh: 13:12.) 


Malichi, the last prophet be- 
fore John, brought the mes- 
sage of God to the church 
of his day with no uncertain 
sound, If he were to appear to- 
day with such a message, | fear 
he would have a hotter battle 
than he had in those days. 
Nevertheless, we need to be 
around just as much as they. 
This was his demand, ‘‘Bring ye 
all the tithes into the store-house 
(church treasury), and prove me 
now herewith, saith Lord of 
hosts, if I will not open you the 
windows of heaven, and pour 
you out a blessing, that there 
shall not be room enough to re- 
ceive it.” (Mal. 3:10.) 


Christ found the church back- 
shidden along spiritual fines such 
as judgment, mercy,and faith, but 
they had not forgotten Malachi’s 
strong messsage, He upbraided 
them for their neglect on weigh 
tier things but commended them 
on the tithing system (Matt. 
23:23.) He found that the Phari- 
sees paid tithes of all, (Luke18 :10 
—12.)He said that our righteous 
ness must exceed that of the 
Pharisees. (Matt. 5:20.) They 
loved God because they gave to 
Him. We give to God because we 
love Him. Obrist endorsed the 
idea of bringing the gifts into 
the treasury in His church. 


The church had no board at 
first to look after the financial 
part of the work. the God that 
filled the early prophets now had 
filled the entire church. He 
taught them to give as in the 
days gone by, from the heart of 
love. They sold their lands and 
houses and brought the money 
and laid it at the apostles’ feet 
The preachers tried to run the 
business part of the church and 
preach too, but failed. So they 
called the church together and 
elected a board to look after the 
business of the church. (Acts 
6 :1—6.)

Paul, in giving orders to the 
churches which he had oversight 
of,said that they should lay instore 
on the first day ofthe week as God 
had prospered them, that there 
be no gatherings when he came 
Paul had so ordered the churches 
of Galatia. (1 Cor. 16:1,2.) The 
idea throughout the Bible is that 
God’s children are to have enough 
pure and undefiled religion and 
love for God that they will bring 
the tithes and offerings will- 
ingly. - 


I pray that the time will soon 
come when every member of the 
Ohurch of God will be so awak- 
ened along the line of tithing 
until every one will bring in 
their tithes and offerings accord- 
ing to the Bible Dear ones, 
we shall soon meet these precious 
truths again.
